AN ACT supplementary to “an act providing for 
the disposition of three several tracks of land in 
Tuscarawas County, in the State of Ohio, and 
for other purposes,’’ passed the tweuty sixth day 
of May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
four. 

Be it emoted by the Senate and llnise nf Repre 
tentative* of tilt U iited States oj A'lierica in Congress 
assembled. That the Secretary of the Treasury he 
and he is hereby, authorized to adopt such meas- 
ures as, in his judgment, the interests of the Unit- 
ed States, and the parties ci ncernrd, may require 
for the ptirp >sc of carrying into full and complete 
etfect the provisions of the act to which this is a 
supplement, and the intentions of Congress, as ex- 
pressed iu said act.

That the ■United States will give to 
e ach warrior ol the nafinn of Creek Indians, who 
shall at any time within two years, remove to the 
west ofthe M ississippi, according: to article six, in 
the treaty made and concluded ai Washington City 
on the 26th day of January, one thousand eight 
bundled and twenty- ix, between the United 
States and the Creek Indians, one rifle gun and 
ammunition, a butcher knife, one blanket, one 
brass kettle, and one heaver trap; and shall further 
aid them with provisions on the way and with 
transportation across the Mississippi river, and 
other streams; and furnish them with provisions for 
their support for one year after their arrival in the 
country w.tieh may i»e set apart for them, to the 
westward of the territory of Arkansas or State of 
vlissouri; and the United States w ili pay to all suci. 
emigrants, the actual value of a II the improvements 
left by them, and w hich are of a nature to and to 
the real value of the land, which is to b • ascertain-, 
ed by a Commissioner appointed * y the President 
of the United Stales for that purpose, and paid tor 
as soon as practicable after the passage of this ae I , 
not exceeding twenty thousand doll >rs. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That the agent 
to be appointed to accompany and reside with ihe 
aforesaid emigrating Creeks, according to article 
eight of the treaty last abovemeotioned, si. ail re- 
ceive an annual, salary of fifteen hundred dollars. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That there 
shall be delivered to the said agent, in each and 
every year, a fair and full proportion of all the an- 
nuities heretofore stipulated to he paid to the 
Creek Indians, according to the nurnner of emi- 
grants who may remove; and to ena »le the Govern 
mem to divide the annuities fairly, the agents shall 
make annual returns of the whole number of such 
emigrants; and the amount to oc paid, under the 
uinth article ofthe Treaty aforesaid, may be ex- 
tended to any number of emigrants over & above 
three thousand persons 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. That, for the 
purpose of making koown the beneficial objects ol 
the Government, and for carrying into effect the- 
objects of this act, the agent to be appointed to re- 
side with the emigrating Creeks, shall have full li- 
beity, for the space of two years, to go among the 
Indians of the ('reek nation, and explain to them 
the policy of Hie Government, and to give to such 
individuals, families, and parties, as may determine 
from tune to time, all the aids which are contem- 
plated by this act; and shall designate a proper 
place at which the emigrants may cross the Missis 
sippi river; and shall establish depots of provisions 
at one or more places, under the care of suitable 
persons, to support them on their march. 

That the sum 
of sixty thousand dollars, to be paid out of any mon- 
ey in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
shall be, and* the same is hereby, appmpriated. to 
defray the expense of carrying this act into effect.
